ag meaning that God completed the work 
in Six days of twenty-four hours each. That 
| interpretation would imply that the Creator 
works like a magician; that he sits in 
| heaven, ordains by a breath the making of 
a world, and throws it out into space asa 
juggler tosses a glass ball up in the air. 
' Even in the absence of ali proof, I could not 
‘ bring mys If to believing that possible. But 
there are proofs of the most convincing kind 
that the formation of our solar system was 
/a@ work of ages and not of days. I purpose 
giving youatew ofthem in plain, un- 
| professional terms, but it would be better 
first to explain how the great work was 
done, 

Ihave spoken of an original mass ot 
nebulous matter, composed of vases and 
meteoric stones, and with a diameter of 5, 
500,000,000 miles. You will naturally ask 
why the mass was assumed to have a 
diameter of a certainextent, The answer 
, to that question is found in the radical dis- 

tance of the planet Neptune from the sun, 

which is 2,750,(%0,000 miles, the diameter 
of its orbit being twice the radius, or 
| 500,000,000 miles, As Neptune is the out- 
ermost planet of our system, it marks the 
boundary of the nebulous matter fromwhich 
the systein was formed. 

As this mass of matter slowly revolved in 
space it assumed a globular shape. The par- 
ticles composing it were held together by 
gravitation, and as the rotation continued 
| there was @ gredual condensation ~in the 

center. That center in the course of time, 
| became a nucleus of solid matter in which 
_there was great heat, There was heat 
throughout the mags, but it was greatest at 
the center. 


Then che nucieus began to throw off heat, | 


and the mass shrunk and condensed more 
and more, And the more it shrunk the 
hotter the center became and the more 
rapid was the rotation, The slower rota- 
tion of the mass had made it globular in 
shape, but as the rotetion increased the 
| globe became andflatter flatter, unui it as- 
| sumed the form of a disk. 

Ata certain stage of this flattening pro- 
| cess the law of gravication became inopera- 


tive ; it could nold the mass together as a 


body no longer, Then a ring of matter was 
thrown off into space, and the ceutral part 
ot the mass, being thus relieved, again as- 
sumed a globular shape, again shrupk, con- 
densed at the center, increased in rapidity 
| of rotation, Hattened, and threw off a ring 
{of matter. This was repeated several 
! times, and then the center of the mass, hav- 
| ing reached the last stage of shtinkage ani 
condensation, and with it the greatest 
| poasible heat, became the sup. 
| The rings that were thrown of! during 
| these repeated actions of the central mass, 
| obeying a universal law, begin in their turn 
'to rotate around the densest part of the 
‘matter that composed them. They con- 
tracted, condensed at the center and threw 
! off ringf, precisely as the original mass hal 
done. 
_ This is a simple and easily understood 
explanation of the famous nebular hypotke- 
| sis promulgated by Laplace. It isfaccepzed 
by the most eminent astronomers and 
scientists as the only reasonable solution of 
the great fhystery of creation. According 
to it the nucleus of the original mass formed 
| the sun, the nucleus of each secondary mass 


. IS formed a planet, and the nucleus of each | 
] Species includes the Mediterranean, and is | ring chrown off from asecondary mass form- 


ed a planet's satellite, 

Our earth was one of the rings thrown off 
}from the original mass, and it, in tura, 
| threw off aring, which became the moon. 

The seven other planets of our system were 
| formed in the same way. It is supposed by 
{some astronomers that a ninth ring was 
thrown off between Mars and Jupiter, which 


that composed the ring formed the asteriods 
that have their orbit between those two 
lanets, That veiw is strengthened by the 
tact that the distance from Mars to Jupiter 
\is about 340,000,000 miles, which exceeds 
he gradual increaze of distance between the 
un and ths planets, Therefore, they saya 
ring must have been thrown off there. 

As to the proots of Laplace’s hypothesis, 
it 18 not my purpose to enter Upon @ screnty- 
fic discussion of them here. On the con- 
trary, I desire to avoid everything of a 
strictly scientific amd technical nature. 
Fortunately, a statement of that kind ts not 
necessary to put before you the strongest 
evidences of the trath of the theory ; they 
exist in the tacts and conditiona that even a 
child may readily understand. I will give 
four or five of them very briefly 

First, we know that the earth is hotter in 
_ the interior than it ison the surface, because 

when deep welis and mines are sunk there is 
_an average increase of heat of one degree to 
every 5) fect. This heat could not have 
been received from the outside since the 
earliest geological age, for the reason that 
it would have destroyed hfe and vegetation. 
Therefore, it mast have been in the center 
of the earth before the existence of lfe on 
the surface. 

As the heat comesirom the center of the 
earth to the surface, which it is compelled 
todo, according to well-known laws, it is 
' given off into space, and this radiation muat 
have been going on from the formation of 
the globe. toing back, therefore, to the 
beginning, we must conclude thal there was 
a time when the earth was a molien mass, 
and before that nothing but fiery vapor. In 
other words it was originally a part of the 
nebulous mass that revolved in space. 

We know that the sua is losing heat al! 
the time : therefore, there must have been 
(atime when it had vastly more ‘han it has 
now. We know, too, that Lodies contract 
as they cool; therefore, there mast have 
been a time when the sun was much larger 
than it isnow. ‘!Indeed, the conclusion is 
‘irresistible that it was once but 4 tnass o! 

fiery vaper filling the great space now oc- 
-cupied by our solar system. The planets 
could tien have nad no separate existence ; 
they mast have formed a part cf ti2 nebu- 
lous mass. The fact that the piancts all 
revolve around the sun in the same direc- 
tion, from west to east, and that they move 
almost in the same plane, one with another, 
is a strong preof that they were ali once 
) part of the sun's bulk: in other words, a 
lstrong proof of the troth of the nebular 
| isis, 

“More than ail this, the spectroscope has

ly to sustain life; in other words, that their 
mass, so much greater than that of the earth 


| has not yet reached its cooler stage. Al! 


' nebular hypotiesis ; indeed, we could hard- 
| ly ask for stronger proof of its truth short 
| of a direct revelation from the Creator him- 
self. 
But our own solar system is not the limit 


of that hypothesis. The spectroscope has | 


| shown us that fixed stars are all akin to our 

sun. They have the same elements, the 
| same characteristics and virtually the same 
! conditions. Why, then, is it pot reasonable 
| to assume that all space was originally tili- 
ed with nebulous maases, which, like that

Homestead Regulations 


All even numbered sections of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba a the Norh.Wist 
Territories, exeeps 8 and £6, which have not 
been homesteaded, reserved tw provile wood 
Jota for settlers, or other purposes, may be 
home-terded by any person who is to'e 
head uf a family, ur mais over eight en 
years of age, to the extent of one quarter 
section of 160 acres, more or less, 

ENTLY, 

Eatry may be male personally at the 
local land office in which the land to be 
taken is situate, or if the honesiender de- 
sires, he may, on upplication to the Minister 
of the Iniertur, Ottawa, or the Commissioner 
of Dominion Lands, Wis ipeg, receive 
authority for some one to make entry for 
him. A {ce of $10 is charged tor an od.wary 
homestead cntry ; but §¢ Jamis which have 
been oceupiel an add tioual fee of $10 in 
chargeable: to meet mepection aud canceila- 
lion c&penses. 


HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 


Under the present law homesiead duties 
may be pethwmel in three ways, aud on 
weking application fur entry the set:le 
wnt declare under which of the following 
conditions he eleets to held his land := 

L. Three yeas’ enltivation and re ilenee, 
during which period the retthr may not be 
absent for more than siz mouths in any one 
year without forfeiting the cnt: y. 

2. Resilence fur two years and nine 
months anywhere within two mics of the 
homestead quirter section, and afierward« 
actual residence in a habitabie house upon 
the bowestemd fur ture mouths next prior to 
appheation for patent. Under this eyatem 
10 acres was; be bioken the first year after 
entry, 15 wid:tiounl in the second, and 36 
in the third sear; 10 acres to be in crop the 
secuml yeur, aud <5 acrve the third yoar.
